The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 



not teach the claimed motor terminal including, inter alia, an elongated second portion carried by 
a bent section, the elongated second portion extending away from the first portion to define a gap 
between first and second portions, and a curved contact portion carried by the second portion, the 
terminal arranged such that when force is applied to the contact portion in a direction towards the 
motor, the second portion moves elastically towards the first portion and the motor body (claims 
1, 14 & 16); or a terminal with a holder that that receives the motor body, the holder being 
configured so that the contact portion of the terminal is exposed through an opening in the 
holder, the holder further having registration surfaces that facilitate the freestanding placement of 
the motor between a first substrate surface and an opening second surface with the contact 
portion of the terminal in contact with an electrical contact on the first substrate surface to 
facilitate the electrical connection of the motor, whereby the motor may be installed and operated 
without requiring the motor assembly to be physically attached to any substrate structure (claim
